Trains Tied up for Several Days. 


From Tuesday's Daily. 

On Sunday when the rain and sleet 
storm began to drench the city, men 
who have taken care of railway 
tracks in all kinds of ungodly 
weather foresaw a hastening of the 
strike climax. 

The climax of the strike drama, it 
seems now, is to be played in the 
neighborhood of Calgary. Accidents 
may bave occurred In other places 
along the main line. ere exists a 
complication that would cause delays 
even were many relief gangs at the 
order of the raflway officials. But the 
bait of wages and protection 
will not draw even the Galician 
and Doukbobor laborer and the track- 
men see with grim content that in 
this: neighborhood the railway com- 
pany will be severely strained to save 
the situation. 

The strikers have got aid, great 
and unlooked for, from the falls of 
snow and rain. When the Westbound 
imperial limited arrived yesterday 
three hours late, the train was held 
in the station. The mud _ siide at 
Shagganappie Point was the obstacle 

The passengers waited, some ex- 
pecting the train to pull out before 
bedtime. But section men knew such 
a sto must have used the track 
badiy. If there was a mudslide at 
Shageanappie, why not accidents 
further on? 

As night was coming it was clear 
that something clse had happened 
The eastbound limited was some- 
where between Vancouver and (al- 
gary. Exactly where she was. no 
cne knew. 

Then the news spread fast, first, 
that Morley bridge was broken. Sup- 
erinterdent Niblock, during allthis 
time, had worked hard to get men. 

Five dollars a day and board? 
No—the men, -and some of them are

A section foreman explained that 
the dump acting as a support for the 
bridge had been taid only last sum- 
mer.

And the story 
came that these had been wrecked 

Truly the railway officials werw 
facing hard problems.
